HE8TOEING THE EQUILIBBIUM. 

The ablo exposition of the Minister of 
Finance on Tuesday was the first time in 
the history of the Province since Confed- 
eration, that the country has had laid be- 
fore it a full and comprehensive statement 
of its finances. Mr. McOreight left office 
before ho had an opportunity of preaent- 
iug a fiscal statement; and Mr. Armstrong's 
speeches were always a confused con- 
glomeration of figures amidst which the 
groper for information went aa hopeless- 
ly astray as the explorers among tho fa- 
mous labyrinthine passages. History re- 
cord* instances of person* who entered 
the Labyrinth unaccompanied by guides 
and were never heard of more. When 
?h T people entered upon an examination 
of Mr. Armstrong's "figgerB," they chose 
him for t> eir guide; but preiently found 
that ho knew less of the way tl rvn tho«e he 
assumed to lead, and iu tbe confus-on of 
the moment the guide made his eso.-.pe, 
leaving those who had treated to lna 
guidance to recover mom-elves as they 
best could. Mr. Armstrong, we find, by 
refering to the dobatos of the day, dealt 
with dollars as a boy plays pitch-and-toss 
with pennies. A Slip iu *he air-and 
luotr. held a court of arbitration and de- 
cided tho game. It is not necessary to go 
further back than tho Budget of 1874 to 
illustrate the fiuuuohl ability of Mr.Arm- 
strong. In that year (Mr. Smithe de- 
monstrates) the rovenuo was only 
042.51 and the expenditure was 8j85,- 
846 74— the deficit being $213,804, In 
bringing down tho financial polioy of his 
Government Mr. Armstrong asked tbe 
House to bear in mind that tho excess of 
expenditure would be devoted to the 
development of the country and that that 
development would bring an increase 
of prosperity and revenue. But in the 
year succeeding that in whioh this largo 
defioit ocourred do we find the predic- 
tion of Mr. Armstrong fulfilled ? Do we 
find that tho revenue expanded so that 
there was a largo increase in the material 
prosperity of tbe country ? No; on tho 
contrary it is seen that in 1875 the reven- 
ue shrunk to §351,215.92, aud the expen- 
diture wa* raised to §644,923 —the defioit 
being the startling snm of $293,707. 
Now, if it is borne in mind that during the 
years 1874 and 1875 the Dominion Gov- 
ernment made it* heaviest expenditure in 
the Province on surveys and public 
buildings; thit there was a prospect of 
the early.commencement of railway con- 
struction at tho webtern end of tho trans- 
continental line; that money was plentiful 
and ea<y. the fact that there was a de- 
crease iu the revenue is astounding. It 
is inexplicable that there should be rea- 
sonably good times in the Province with- 
out the public treasury realizing a benefit 
corresponding with tbe enhanced pros- 
perity of the people. Yet such w»3 the 
fact; in the faoe of a depleted revenue 
the Government were found increasing 
their expenses and piling up public in- 
debtedness until it attained the propor- 
tionsof a monument to their incapacity and 
recklessness. How could the end of such 
a polioy be other than disastrous ? Year 
by year the various branohes of revenue 
had beon lopped off and the roots out 
away until there remained but the decay- 
ing trunk of what should have been a vig- 
• orous tree. The finanoial policy of the 
Walkeni Government was to spend all 
they oould borrow till they could 
borrow no lonxer, and trust to 
luck and "cheek" to drag them 
through. It may be uncharitable to thus 
judge the late Ministry; but what other 
inforence can be drawn f'om their course 
•when year after year there was a decreas- 
ing revenue and a largo deficit amounting 
in the aggregate to $824,986 ? 

When the Elliott Government took 
office there was one of two courses opsu: 
Either to suffer the Province to sink into 
bankruptcy or reduce expenditure and 
create a revenue. Tboy chose the latter, 
and, as Mr. Smitho justly remarks, their 
taxation schemo has proved successful. 
Goods no longer pass over expunuive 
road* into the gold mines free of toll; nor 
do men enjoy the blossingn of Human 
roads, of freo schools, of protection to life 
and pioporty, without contributing their 
qw,U towards the retention of those bless- 
ing^. All classes (save the poorest) are 
made to contribute towards the support 
of good government. Had Mr. Armstrong 
been able to lay a clear financial state- 
ment instead of an incomplete mass of 
figures before the Houso, matters oould 
not have roachod tho state in which the 
Walkeni Government left them. Who 
could gather from tbo extraordinary jum- 
ble of those days oalled the BudgotBpeech 
that the Government bad entered into 
obligations that would oroate a deficit of 
$821,986 within four years, and that they 
had weakly reducod the revenue uutil 
the amount rocoived was from all 
sources baroly sufficient to pay the official 
salaries? Mr. Beaven, one of the mem- 
bers of the Walkem quartette, has statod 
Lands and Work's that -rfopTir'tfnonV tfifl 
not owe a single dollar. We have Mr. 
Humphreys' finanoial statement for it 
that liabilities then existed to tho amount 
of $263,000, and Mr. Bouvod's retort that 
the amount wub not duo and thoreforo was 
not owing. This is a now lesson in fiscal 
economy. A purchases a bill of goods of 
B and gives the latter a promissory note. 
Would A be justified in saying that he 
does not owe for tho goods before ho has 
lifted the noto ? Yet that is procisoly 
the position Mr. Beaven takes respecting 
the liabilities of the Lands and Works. 
If the reasoning of thoex-Chief held good 
there would bo an ond to debtor and 
creditor accounts; tbo world would relievo 
it-olf of all liabilities by giving promissory 
notes and starting afresh with a clean 
slate. 

With Mr. Humphreys' financial polioy 
wo liavo Already dealt. It has been nuowh 
that he blundered sadly when he intro- 
duced his Loan Bill, and that ho loft large 
liabilities unprovided for. Instead of 
asking uuthoiity to raise §350,000 pny- 
able in two years ho should have asked 
authority to raise 8750,000, payment 
of which should have beon spread over 
a period of 25 or 30 years. The orimos of 
tho Walkem Government aud tho bluncl- 
era of Mr. Humphreys are not irremedi- 
able. Tho speooh of Mr. Bmithe show* 
that he comprehends the task ho has tak- 
en in hand of restoring the equilibiinm of 
the finances of tbe country whioh was dis- 
turbed by the ignoranoeiuid negligence of 



his predecessors. It is useless for him 
to look to the minority in the House for 
assistance or sympathy in undoing , their 
own ill work. ' They seem determined to 
throw every conceivable obstacle in the 
way of the administration. As thore a.ro 
no roads so rough as those that have just 
been mended, so there are no sinners so 
intolerant as those who have juat been 
made saints.

LAST NIGHT'SJISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, April 9.— The Times to- 
morrow will announce thut Miss Annu 
Dickinson enacted a part last night in 
which she was more at home than any 
which she has recently attompted on the 
stage. At the close of tbe play at tho 
Eagle Theatre she stepped to the front of 
the stage, challenging everybody to say 
whether she had not always defonded tho 
oppressed, and then proceeded to flail her 
critics of the New York press and defend 
Anna Dickinson. She spoke over an hour 
with her accustomed rapidity, roferringto 
various critics by name aud showing 
thoir incoumt-tency and supposed errors. 
She gave a review of her life and educa- 
tion, her struggles in fittingfor ihe recep- 
tion she had met, claiming she had been 
excellently successful as au aotross. She 
ridiculed the Herald critic, aoousod the 
Times ciitic of wilfully misrepresenting 
her, but roser vedher strongest termsf or tho 
writer of tho Tribune. Her sallies were 
well receivod by tho audienco, whioh 
barely filled a third of the house. This is 
a sensation for Now York social lifo whioh 
is not likely to help Miss Dickinson. 

New Yokk, April 10. — Henry Cooper, a. 
Hollander, has been arrested as the per- 
son who ignited .tho olothing of Lucy 
Freeman about a fortuight ago. Coopor 
asserts it was an accident. The girl do 
olarod in the hospital that tho act was 
willful. 

Washington, April 9. — Chamberlain 
and Paokard, especially tho latter, are 
receiving much encouragomont from tho 
north to hold out. Packard shows much 
strength and tbe Commissioners' task is 
gottiug more and more difficult. It is 
said Chamberlain will fill the State Houbq 
with militia when the troops are with- 
drawn to-morrow. Elliott, lately chair- 
man of theRepublicanCommitteo of South 
Carolina, will issue an address to tho 
people of the North soliciting their aid to 
enablo the Republicans of the Stato to 
resist the taxpayers' rebellion. It will 
suggest that the Chamberlain warrants bo 
hypothecated into available funds, tho 
amounts advanced being returned with 
interest when Chamberlain succeeds in 
collecting sufficient taxes to redeem tuem 
and declares that the public will not 
succumb without au effort. The accession 
of the democracy means political dis- 
franchisement of the blacks and ostra- 
cism of white Republicans. Chamber- 
lain's object is said to be either to force 
the President to directly rocogDizo Hamp- 
ton or to have the question referred to 
Congress.

EUROPE. 

London, April 9. — The Times' Belgrade 
special reports troops are continually 
arriving at Jerajvo and provisions and 
military stores are being distributed 
through the insurrectionary districts of 
Bosnia on the Austrian frontiers. Bosni 
ans believe Montenegro will begin hus 
tilities against the Turks at tho expiration 
of I ha armistice. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times 
says the news from tho frontier is bad. 
The Porto won't absolutely reject the 
protocol, and will only consent to send an 
envoy to St. Petersburg if peace with 
Mon.enegro is not imposed and no in- 
ternal supervision forced on Turkey. The 
conviction arrived at is that Musselman 
fanaticism and pride ot race aro pushed 
to tho highest pitch. The most reassuring 
feature is that if England employs pres- 
sing and energetic languugo at Constanti- 
nople at the lust moment the Turks may 
yield. The paciflo prospects apparency 
opened by the protocol have now receded 
into distance, or rathar have vanished. 

London, April 9 —The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of ihe Daily News says tho 
Turks refuse to send ambassadors to St. 
Peteiaburg unless Russia sends one to 
Constantinople ond makes Montenegro 
accede to the Porte's pea.cn proposals. 

The I) tilt/ Telegraph's Pom correspon- 
dent says "I understand the Poitehas 
received a peremptory demand from 
Russia to know when it intends to dis- 
patch an envoy to St. Petersburg. 

London, April 10.— In tho House of 
Commons yesterday the Marquis of Hart- 
intun gave notice that he will on Friday 
move for further papers on Turkey anil 
particularly for tho draft of the protocol 
which Count ScbonvaloiT presented to 
Lord Derby ou March 11th. It is believ- 
ed this is intended to bring on tho debate 
on tho eastern affairs without challenging 
the Government and to prevent indivi- 
dual members of the Opposition intro- 
ducing a resolution directly against tho 
Ministers' policy. It seems that thobody 
of tho Opposition is unable to agreo upon 
a plan of action satisfactory to the more

SECOND SESSION. 



Weqnesday, April 11. 
TIiq Spoaker took the Chair at 2:05 o'- 
clock. 

REPOBTS. 

Mr. Smith presented the roport of the 
Pulilio Schools as amonded. 

Mr. Fisher, as Ihainnuu of the Public 
Accounts Committee, presented a second 
report of their proceedings. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott presented a message 
from the Lieut. -Governor suggesting an 
amendment to the Assessment Act paused 
this session. 

The House resolved itself into Com- 
mittee of tho Wholo to consider tins mos- 
sage with Mr. Williams in the Chair. 

Dr. Ash Baid that this wus an attempt 
to lelay the work of tho House. It was 
nn ;ther obstacle thrown in tho way of tho 
Public Accounts Committee. 

Mr. Mara said that thought he had not 
been in the Committee all the time, siuoo 
ho had the honor of being on it no obsta 
olos hud been thrown in their way at all. 

Mr. Smith wantod tho report to bd 
printed. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said wo have henrd 
the Public Accounts report, and that re- 
port Bays that certain omissions have 
been made in tuis very matter, and ha 
•thought that this was all tho more necess- 
ary to pass now as it reclined tho error. 
Last year tbey had not been able to work 
this Act to perfection so largo was the 
amount of wo-k and the newness of the 
system, and it is not, therofore, to be 
wondered at that certain omissions took 
place, and tharoforo there is no one who 
can dispute the necessity of having this 
clause inserted. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said lie knew certain 
omissions had occurred, nnd it was his 
duty to bring it beforo the Houso and ask 
them to remedy tho Abfc. He moved that 
tho clause be now adopted as clause 9 of 
the Aot. 

Mr. Humphreys thought that tho re- 
port of the Committee on Public Accounts 
should be printed before we could deal 
intelligently un this clause, and would 
ask the loader of theGovorument to allow 
this clause to lay over 

Dr. Tolmio taough ho had not had tho 
same am tint of pulitu'ul experionco as 
his hon. colleague yet ho tuought this 
clause was clear enough, »od he was afraid 
that the same faitious Opposition whioh 
wo had been subjected to wan again at 
work. 

Mr. Mara denied the nssettion of Ike 
senior member for Victoria District that 
th s matier had been explained to the fol- 
lowers of the Government. He thought 
that if the lea lor of tue Opposition coul I 
show us that delay was necessary the 
Government would agrod U tho delay. 

Capt. Evans tbougnt that it was too 
hasty to ask us to pass this clause with- 
out giving time to consider it. 

Mr. Gordon rogarded this clause as be- 
ing distinct from any relation with the 
report of the Public Accounts. He re- 
collected heaiiug outside that this Aet 
was defective and warning taxpayers 
agiiast paying thoir tares. 

Mr. Walkout thought that a postpone- 
ment might be as well, and moved that 
the Committao rise, report and ask ldavo 
to sit again. 

I-eavo grunted to sit again to-morrow. 

RAILWAY. 

Mr. Boaven asked to suspend tho Stand- 
ing Orders of the day in order to intro- 
duce an Act with reference to tho Esriui- 
malt and Nanaimo railway. Lost. 

SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Morrison asked to suspend tho 
Standing Orders to introduce a Bill inti- 
tuled "An Act to ivnoud tho 'Consolidat- 
ed Sohool Act, 187(3.' " 

L^avo granted, the Bill to bo road a 
/second time to-murrow. 

SPIIUTS. 

Mr. Smith asked leavo to introduco a 
Bill intitulo.l ''An Act to declare that 
Soction 12 of the 24tli Geo. II., cap. 40, is 
nor. in force in this Province so as to pre- 
vent tho recovery of the price of spirit- 
nous liquors sold in bottles." 

Leave granted, bill read a first timo, 
to ba read a second time to-morrow. 

LOAN. 

Mr. Boaven would like to know the 
amount of the proposed loan. 

Hon'. Mr. Smitho roplied ho had not 
yet received a message from His Excel- 
lency with referenoo to that. Ho would 
toll the UoiiBu the amount when in Com- 
mittee) of Ways and Moans; at present he 
thought it would be anticipating tho do- 
bato which will arise. 

Mr. Beaveo would like to know how 
many years the loan was to run. 

Hon. Mr. Smith" said it would bo an- 
ticipating the business of tho Committee 
of Ways and Moans. All this would be 
debated when iho Bill camo down. 

Dr. Tolmio noticed in tho Houso of 
Commons that frequently the Minister 
jays that ho is not in a position to give 
the desired information at pre.-out. Now 
tho Finance Minister tells us tho same 
and ho certainly thought wo should wait. 

Mr. Boaven said us tho Estimates woro 
before tho llouso ho thought this infor- 
mation should bo given now. On tho 3d 
December tho Province owed over §513,- 
000, and it wasoviilent to any ono who 
read the return of correspondence that 
the atfairs of tho Province nro in tho 
hands of tho Manager of the Bank who 
tolls thorn what Act they are to pais for 
the loan. If tho Government prooood in 
the way they uro going they will tiud that 
-within A years tho bonds of tho Province 
■will bo unsaleable, and ho felt cortain 
that tho bonds could not now bn sold for 
90 conts on tho dollar. In rofcrouoa to 
the annual dolioits bo had heard it sown 
broadcast that the DeCosmos Government 
bad 8100,000 in tho Treasury, and yot the 
Finance Minister tajs that Mr. DoCosnaos 
Oovarnment had to meat a deuoit . 



^THon. Mr. Smithe denied he said thin; 
but that the McCreight Government had 
to meet a deficit. 

Mr. Beavon s aid that the DeCosmos 
Government had to bring in a bill to in- 
demnify the Treasury. He said the Gov- 
ernment aud the press last your had done 
all they could to destroy the credit of the 
country by saying that tho Walkbm Gov- 
ernment had ruined the country. This 
is all coming back to tiro Government. 
The country to-day owed 8365,000 to tho 
Bunk. Ho thought tho Government 
sohemo cannot comparo in any way with 
that of Mr. Walkem's Government in 1874 
and this policy not only the House but 
tho country in tho last general eleotion 
had auppor ed. When tho hon. gentle- 
man spoke of the deficit of the Eliiolt 
ministry he folt certain that tho scheme 
of the hon. gentleman for obtaining 
money had failed. They succeeded in 
defeating the Walkem Government on 
this question, and now they show that 
tboy themselves are utterly incompetent 
to carry on the business of tho country. 
He was satisfied that any intelligent man 
would say that a contract let iu 1875 and 
not even touched was a liability of that 
year. Tho liabilities of the Lands and 
Works Department when tho Elliott Gov- 
ernment took office was less than §500 
He thought we had not got a Responsible 
Govornmont to-day, but a Confederacy. 
This state of things is most unfortunate. 
It is ruinous to too country and it is evi- 
dont they are unfit to carry on tho Gov- 
ernment of the country. The Public 
Works Act has been entirely sot aside, 
the works have not been curried on under 
the contract system and ho felt no inde- 
pendent member could support the Gov- 
ernment an,> longor. He acknowledged 
that some of tho money expended waB on 
old contracts and therofore they could 
not lot n°w contracts. Tue A^.sessment 
Act had boon a failure. In spite of all 
tho army of Assessors and Collectors they 
had only collected 825,000, aud thou they 
go aud pay an enormous sum of money 
on a useless pioca of rock and this with- 
out any legal advice. ["N>," from Mr. 
Fisher. J Mr. Beaven did not see that 
Mr. McCreight's loiter or Mr. Robertson's 
opinion had anything to do with tho 
award made by the arbitrators. Tho Gov- 
ernment stand convicted of having paid a 
large sum of money to a member of this 
House without any legal advico. Ho 
thought it wrong to place 815,000 on tho 
Estimates for quartz mining when the 
finances are in so bad a state; he however 
congratulated the Govomnient on this 
being a step in the right diroction and 
also for the 81200 in aid of settlers in So- 
mas* nod Chilliwhack. As for tho pet 
hobby of tho Finance Minister, i e. aid on 
behalf of a woolen factory, he thought 
the 82000 would be exponded uselessly 
for the factory would uover pay or it 
would have beon started bofore now. Tho 
wool here is not fit for making blankets 
and therofore they would have to import 
the wool and pay duty on it. He would 
move that in consideration of the finan- 
cial stale of the Province the House duos 
not think it right to allow the proposed 
inoreaso iu excess of revenue on ihe esti- 
mates. 

Mr. Douglas, who road his speech, pro- 
posed that tho Government should issue 
noteB at call simiiar to those issued by the 
banks. Ho would support Mr. Beaveu's 
amendment. 

Mr. Fisher said wo all know that wo are 
now paying off debts contracted in Iho 
course of 4 or 5 years. The presout Gov- 
ernment have paid off 8106,000 of debts 
contracted by the late Government and 
for which this House condemned tho luto 
Government. How aro the remaining 
debts t.j bo paid except by lowering mon- 
ey at tne ciieapeot rates possible. Ho 
contended thut the valuo of money on 
xbort call had nothing whatever to do 
witli the rates we aro paying. What Mr. 
Beaven had quotod about Mr. Tapper 
saying tho money was per cent, boro 
out his atatement. We are not only told 
that we aro bankrupt, but that we shull 
never have the railway. Yot these very 
gentleman wished to impress on us what 
they would do if they were on this side. 
A great doal of money had been spent on 
the drydock some years ago. It was the 
duty now of evoryono to ansiat us mak- 
ing this proposed loan a anccefs. He did 
not think that the rate of interest we are 
now paying excossivo for the accommoda- 
tion we received. Wo should bo thank- 
ful bore thut we are not in so depressed a 
atato as in ninny other peoples, even in 
Canada. We have heard a greut deal of 
contracts given out. Why they aro tho 
debts contracted by tho late Govornm"nt. 
He thought many small works might Le 
carriod out cheaper without being let to 
oontract. Alltnolargo payments made 
this year aro of nn older date; but ho did 
not seo why wo should be prevented pay- 
ing our debts, for that was virtually what 
tho amendment desired to express. Ho 
looked on the amendment as usoless. He 
had nut heard any argument inside 
or out-ido of tho Houso thut wo could 
borrow money cheaper than the present 
rate. Ho thought that with vory fow ex- 
ceptions tho wholo of tho Estimates aro 
for old debts. 

Houso udjournod till 7:30.

The Khan of Kelat, who at muoh pains 
and expense had beon brought for the 
occasion from his far off backwoods, 
stared intenselyat the regiments astbey 
went by, then, when the review was 
over, gallopoa home and went to bed. 
Next morning he told his political 
agent, "I always thought my cavalry 
was the best in the world; but when I 
go back I shall pay them off." The 
Khan is a wild-looking fellow, with a 
Jewish type of face and long ringlets. 
Dining at tho Viceroy's table, he refus- 
ed fish when it was offered him. His 
minister was asked whether the Khan 
disliked fish. "Not at all," was the 
reply; "but when he eats it he eats 
plenty. He never takes fish unless he 
can get six sears of it," or about twenty 
pounds weight.

In addition to this Heal Estate, Ihe Company owns, for the transaction ol its business in tlie cities oi 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, valuable Heal rstato co-ting tho sum or $t 410 431.43 The building iu 
Now York pays 8 per cent, on its cost, charging a fair rent for Iho part occupied by tho Compauy. That in 
Boston is Incomplete, and that in Philadelphia has recontlv been finished. 

The Committee havo ascertained that the cash on hand on Iho 1st of January, 1877, was $2,183,H01.7J. 
This sum added to tho securities immediately cuuvertiblo Into cush, makja a totul of cash assets equal to 
$14,850,571.00 immediately available. , 

We have ascertained that the expenses of tho Company for acquiring its business are n'arly a quarter of 
one (.3234) per cent upon the sum Insured; and the expense of conducting the busl'iess, which includes ex- 
penses of every kind, except clalmB by death, Is lois than one, quarter ot one per cent, on the same (.2101) 
which, In all. is less than one holt of one per cent, upon tho sum insured (.4424), and iB six aud seven- 
teenths ( 0.701) pi r cent, upon the tueomo of the year. 

While the Committee wis making lUveJtlgatlon. tho Superintendent of tho Insurance Department, with 
his D-pu'y, Assistants and Experts, was also engaged in examining the anuirs of the Company as required 
bylaw. Ho is Hiill at work examining, not only Into the liabilities of Iho Compauy but llkewiso Into the 
mathematical principles upon which Its business Is conducted, and lis liaoilities ure determined. This ex- 
amination will be thorough and exhaustive, aud its resul.a presented in u report which will be published in 
duo time, and to which tho Committee refer.
